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SHELTON PRESroENT RECEIVES STATEWIDE LEADERSHIP 
HONOR 


Shelton State President Tom Umphrey has been named the recipient of the 1995 Distinguished 
Leadership Awaid for Two-Year Colleges. The award, which is given annually by the 
Association of Alabama College Administrators and the Alabama Association for Women in 
Education, will be presented by Governor Fob James during a banquet at the Wynfrey Hotel in 
Birmingham on March 1 6. The awards banquet is held as part of the annual conference of the 
AACA and the AAWE, 

During 1994 Shelton State made a commitment to the principles of quality management at the 
college, began construction of Shelton's long-awaited new campus, successfully completed the 
merger between Shelton and C.A. Fredd, and received an unconditional reaffirmation of its 
accreditation status and approval of the merger by the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools. All four of these major undertakings were completed through Umphrey's leadership. 

In 1 992 Shelton State became the first two-year college in the state to move from the quarter 
to the semester system, enabling the college to better serve its student body. Today Shelton is 
one of the largest two-year institutions in Alabama with an enrollment of between 6500 - 7000 
students. 


Umphrey has been at Shelton State since 1980 and was executive vice president and dean of 
special programs before being named president in 1988. A native of Birmingham, Umphrey 

worked at Jefferson State Community College from 1972 - 1979 as assistant director of financial 
aid.
